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CHAPTER L 


OF ORDINARY MEETINGS.

1. Tax ordinary meetings of the Society ſhall com- 
mence the laſt Saturday but one of October, and be held 
every Saturday until twelve ſets of members ſhall have 
read their diſſertations. Each ordinary meeting for 
5 private buſineſs ſhall commence at fix o'clock. P. M. and 
ſhall not be protracted beyond ſeven. If the private bu- 

| lineſs ſhould not then be finiſhed, it ſhall be reſumed 
either at the next ordinary meeting, or at an extraordi- 
nary one to be appointed for that purpoſe f. An ad-

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journment of a few minutes ſhall take place after the 


private buſineſs, when the public buſineſs ſhall com- 


mence, and continue, with an adjournment of a few 
minutes between the caſe and queſtion, until the meet- 
ing be diſſolved by the Preſident. 

2. The names of the ordinary attending members ſhall 
be called over by the Secretary, at the beginning and end 
of private buſineſs, at the beginning of publie buſineſs, 
during the interval between the caſe and queſtion, and 
at the end of public buſineſs. If any of the members be 
abſent from either of the roll-calls, at private buſineſs, 
he ſhall be fined 6 d.; if from both x 5s. ; if from one of the 
roll-calls (public buſineſs) 6d. if from two 1 s, and if 
from the whole three x 8. 6d. 


2. Any member may petition for leave of abſence 


from the meetings of the Society for a limited time, pro- 
vided he be not to give in diſſertations within three 
weeks. This petition ſhall circulate a week, and then be 
determined by ballot, three-fourths of the Society being 
required for its admiſſion ; and if rejected, a ſecond peti- 
tion cannot be preſented by the ſame member, during 
the ſame ſeſſion, founded on ſimilar reaſons. During the 


permitted time of abſence, the perſon who has obtained 
it ſhall enjoy none of the privileges of a member. And 


if, after the expiration of this term, he ſhould be abſent 
from three ſucceſſive ordinary meetings, without a ſuf- 
ficient apology, he ſhall thereby incur the penalty of ex- 
pulſion. | 

4+ The Secretary fhall, on every night of meeting, 
examine the lift of abſentees ; - and if any honorary or 
extraordinary member, whoſe name may be on the liſt 
of circulation, ſhould have been abſent three ſucceſſive 
nights, without a ſuthcient excuſe, he ſhall not be per- 


mitted 
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the tranfactions of the Society without their authority,

mitted to receive the diſſertations and minutes the re- 
mainder of that ſeſſion: Nor ſhall he, in any future ſeſ- 
ſion, receive them, until he ſhall have petitioned the So- 
ciety, and obtained permiſſion. 

5. No perſon ſhall publiſh, or intentionally furniſh a- 
ny other perſon with materials for publiſhing, any of 


Any member infringing this law, incurs the penalty of 
expulſion, 
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OF EXTRAORDINARY MEETINGS. 


1. W HEN one third of the Society may think an ex- 


traordinary meeting requiſite, the Preſident in office ſhall 


appoint it within forty-eight hours, unleſs the member 
propoſing it conſent to its being later. 
2. The roll ſhall be called at the beginning and end of 


the meeting; and if any member is abſent at either roll- 


call, he ſhall be, fined x s. and if from both 2s. The 
following appeals to be confidered valid ; confinement for 
one day by illneſs, engagements at other ſocieties, at 
claſſes, abſence from town two miles. 

3. The firſt Wedneſday after the laſt nr meeting 
of each ſeſſion, there ſhall be an extraordinary meeting, 
for the purpoſe of collecting the money due to the Socie- 
ty. 

4. The ſucceeding Saturday there ſhall be another ex- 
traordinary meeting, for the purpoſe of receiving the re- 
port of the committee, which ſhall have been appointed 
to examine the accounts of the Preſidents.

OF THE DECISIONS OF THE $0- 
CIETY. — 


1. W uz any propoſal ſhall be made to the Society, 
and ſeconded, if it be not unanimouſly agreed to, it ſhalt 
be determined by ballot at the enſuing ordinary meeting, 
except a propoſal for an extraordinary meeting, which 
ſhall be balloted for immediately. Any propoſals made 

at an extraordinary meeting, and ſeconded, if not ob« 
jected to by one 1n ten, (hall be balloted for immediately; 
if otherwiſe, mall be determined at an ae ag”. 
meeting, to be appointed that day ſe'ennight. 

2. The manner of balloting ſhall be as follows: Every 


member who may not chooſe to vote, having retired, 


each remaining member ſhall receive a balloting ticket, 
which he ſhall put into the admit or reject fide of the 
balloting box. The Secretary ſhall then count the num- 
ber of voters; and, if this be found by the Preſident and 
four ordinary members ſummoned each night in rotation, 
according to their ſeniority, (who ſhall always together 
examine the returns), to correipond with the number of

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balloting tickets in the box, the Preſident ſhall antioutice 
the deciſion of the queſtion, according to the proportion 

of tickets in the different ſides. 
3. A propoſal for adopting a new regulation * ſhall be 
admitted by the concurrent ſuffrages of two thirds of 
the Society. A. petition for a ſeat in the Society ſhall be 
aꝗmitted upon the following conditions: When the num- 

ber of members voting ſhall be below twenty-nine, if 
| there be not four negatives; when the number voting 
Mall be between twenty- eight and thirty-eight, if there 
be not five negatives; between thirty-eight and forty- 
eight, if there be not ſix, and ſo on in the ſame propor- 
tion. A propoſal for the admiſſion of an honorary mem- 
ber ſhall be admitted, if there be not one negative for e- 
very ten members voting. A propoſal for the admiſſion 
of a viſitor ſhall be admitted, if there be not two nega- 
tives. A petition for a certificate ſhall be admitted, by 
2 majority of the Society. A petition for leave to alter 
the turn of delivering diſſertations ſhall be admitted, if 
there be not fix negatives, A petition for altering the 
ſubjects of diſſertations, or of new members for leave to 
write on particular ſubjects, ſhall be admitted by the ſuf- 
frages of two-thirds of the Society. 

3. The ſenſe of the Society, collected from the ſuf 

frages of a majority by ballot, ſhall in all other caſes re- 
gulate their deciſions,

I, Evesy petition for an ordinary ſeat, ſhall be pre- 
ſented in due time, at an ordinary meeting, by ſome 
one member, who ſhall not be at liberty to make a re- 
commendatory ſpeech in favour of the candidate ; but a 
written recommendation ſhall be affixed to every ſuch 
petition when it is preſented, ſigned by no fewer 
than ſix, and not more than twelve members. The 
ſpirit of the following recommendation to be pre- 
ſerved. We the underwritten members of the Medical 
Society of Edinburgh, atteſt upon our honour, that we 
believe the petitioner 1s perfectly qualified to become an 
uſeful member to the Society. | 

2. No petition ſhall be balloted for more than once 
the ſame evening, unleſs on the diſcovery of a miſtake 
in the ballot. | 

3. No petition ſhall be received from the ſame candi- 
date more than for three times the ſame ſeſſion. 

4. Admiſſions into the Society hall take place be- 
tween the 1ſt of November and 1ſt of May. 
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5. If any member aſk or promiſe his vote for er a» 
gainft a candidate, he ſhall incur the penalty of 10s. 6d. 
6. A copy of the Laws (hall be ſent to each new e- 
lected member, by the perſon who ſhall have preſented 
his petition. * The ne elected member may ſign the 
Laws (at the appointed time *) any of the three nights 
of ordinary meeting ſucceeding his ele&ion : But, if he 
negle@ to ſign them the firſt night, he ſhall incur the pe- 
nalty of a crown, If he continue his negle& the ſecond 
night, he ſhall incur the penalty of another crown. And, 
if he continue his negle& the third night, he ſhall forfeit 
the right of ever becoming a member, 
7. Whatever member aſſumes to himfelf a title of the 
Society which he has not lawfully acquired, ſhall be fined 
two guineas, and ſhall be obliged to relinquiſh the title 
he has aſſumed ; or by non-compliance with either of

3. The perſon who ſhall have propoſed a correſpond- 
ing member, ſhall, after election, ſend him an account of 
his privileges and duty, accompanied with a diploma “.

OF HONORARY MEMBERS. 


1. Axv perſon, after the 1ſt of January, may be pro- 
poſed as an honorary member. The propoſal ſhall be 
affixed to ſome conſpicuous place in the library for one 
month, and then determined at the ſubſequent ordinary 
meeting. 

2. An honorary member ſhall enjoy all the privileges 
of an ordinary member, except ſuch as are qtherwiſe par- 
ticularly ſpecified. He ſhall, beſides, be excuſed from 
writing diſſertations, attending meetings, and paying 
contributions. 

3- If he receive the papers in circulation *, tl ſhall

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CHAP. VIII. 
OF. PRESIDENTS. 


I. Os the firſt ordinary meeting of the Society, after 
the 16th of November, (or on the 16th of November, if 
an ordinary meeting happen that day), the Preſident ſhall 
appoint the election of Annual Preſidents to take place 
at the next ordinary meeting. 

2. Intimation of the appointment ſhall be. circulated 
with the diſſertations and minutes. 

3. Each member ſhall be called upon, according to ſe- 
niority, to deliver to the Preſident a lift of thoſe for 
whom he may vote. A committee mall then be ap- 
pointed to examine the liſts, and to bring in a written 
report of the names of the members voted for, and of 
the number of votes for each. If two vacancies fhould 
occur in the office of Prefident, during the ſeſſion, the 
ſame order ſhall be followed in filling them up as at the 
annual election. 

4. No member ſhall vote at the election, if he his not 
been admitted a month before the election ſhall take 
place, and unleſs his name ſhall have been in the liſt of 
circulation for one week at leaſt previous to the election. 


5. Alter the 1ſt of December 17925 n perſon ſhall be 
eligible

eligible to the office of "Profidieine who has not written 
5 one complete ſet of diſſertations. 

6. No extraordinary member, whoſe name ſhall not 
have been on the circulation for three weeks previous to 
the election of Preſidents, ſhall be put on the circulation, 

unleſs he ſignify his intention for that purpoſe to the Se- 
 cretary by letter. And any member who ſhall falfify 
ſuch letter, ſhall ſuffer the penalty of expulſion. 

7. The reſolution of the Society, upon the zoth Ja- 
nuary 1787, (expreſſing their ſenſe with regard to the 
conduct of extraordinary members), ſhall be read aloud 
from the chair, immediately before any election of Pre- 
fidents. | | 

8. If, at the beginning of any meeting, all the annual 
Preſidents be abſent, the office of Prefident ſhall devolve 
on the ſenior tember preſent. But, if the Preſident 
whoſe turn it may be to preſide, have occaſion to leave 
the chair, he may ſubſtitute 1 in his place another annual 
Preſident; or, if none of the other annual Preſidents be 
preſent, any member whom he may think proper. 

9. The four Preſidents ſhall officiate according to ſe- 
niority. And, if the Preſident whoſe turn it may be to 
take the chair ſhould be abſent at the hour of meeting, 
without having obtained another Preſident to officiate in 
his ſtead, he ſhall be fined Is. ; and, if he ſhould not ap- 
pear during the whole ma rp he {hall be fined half- a- 
crown. 

10. The four Preſidents ſhall attend the as of 
the Society, and be ſubjected to fines, as ordinary mem- 
bers.

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OF THE SECRETARY AND LIBRARIAN. 


1. Tux fame perſon ſhall a& both as Secretary and Li- 


brarian. So long as he ſhall diſcharge his duty faithful- 
ly, he ſhall receive L. 25 Sterling per annum. 

2. The Secretary ſhall call over the names of the or- 
dinary members, at the times appointed by law. 

3. At private buſineſs, he ſhall read the minutes of 
the preceding night. At public buſineſs, he ſhall read 
the caſe and queſtion, but not the diſſertations on them. 

4. He ſhall give to the Preſident, every night at the 
private buſineſs, a liſt of the gentlemen who are to ap- 
point viſitors ; alſo of thoſe who give in diſſertations on 
that and the following night; and alfo, the names of 
the gentlemen who are appointed to examine the circu- 
Jation and periodical publications, 

5. He ſhall tranſcribe into the records all the tranfac- 
tions and minutes of the Society ; and, at the end of each 
meeting, deliver ſuch records to the Preſident, to be in- 
fpected and ſigned by him. Theſe minutes (tranſcribed 
into proper books), he ſhall afterwards deliver, together 
with the diſſertations received, to the ſenior member, e- 


G | very 
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very Sunday during the ſeſſion, at eight o'clock in the 
morning. 

6. He ſhall tranſcribe into a book kept in the Libra- 
ry for the uſe of the members, all the new laws and per- 
manent regulations agreed to by the Society, within 
eight days after they have been paſſed. 

7. He ſhall give members notice when they are obliged 
to attend the committee of fines. 

8. He ſhall receive the diſſertations and minutes, after 
they ſhall have circulated among the members, 

9. In balloting, he ſhall count the number of voters 
in the room; and carry round the balls and box. 
10. He ſhall, in a book kept for that purpoſe, and 
which ſhall be allowed to lie on the Library table, mark 
down the names of all thoſe gentlemen who may have 
been abſent from any of the roll-calls ; ſpecifying the 
particular one, and the penalty incurred. He ſhall alſo 
mark down, in the ſame book, when ordered by the 
Preſident, the names, offences, and penalties of any per- 
ſon who may have tranſgreſſed any of the laws. 

11. On the ſecond ordinary meeting in March, he ſhall 
deliver to the committee appointed for ſelecting ſubjects 
for diſſertation, the caſes and queſtions given in by the 
members. After the lots have been drawn, he ſhall, 
within the ſpace of a fortnight at fartheſt, tranſcribe into 
a book, to be kept in the Library for the inſpection of 
the members, all the ſets of papers, marking each ſet 
with its proper number, and the name of the perſon, 
who is to write on the ſubject it contains. He ſhall 
then deliver to each perſon | the original ſet allotted to 
him, At the commencement of each ſeſſion, he ſhall 


hang 
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hang up in the Library a liſt, ſpecifying the names of 
the authors for that year, and the ſubjects of their diſ- 
fertations. If he tranſgreſs any regulation of the above 
law, he ſhall incur the penalty of 28. 64d. for each of- 
fence. 

12. There ſhall be a book kept by the Secretary, in 
which he ſhall regiſter, at the end of every meeting, the 
ſum of money received during that meeting. To this 


account he ſhall affix his name, and deliver the book to 


the Preſident who received the money, that it may be at- 


teſted by him alſo. 


13. If an extraordinary meeting be appointed, for the 
accuſation of any member, the Secretary ſhall give in- 
formation of the day appointed, to the party A 
and the party accuſed. 7 

I4. The Secretary (as Librarian) ſhall have the ſole 
charge of the Library, and ſhall be accountable to the 
Society for every book that may be loſt, for which no 
receipt ſtands in the book. If he refuſe to make com- 
penſat on, he ſhall be diſmiſſed and proſecuted. 

15. The Librarian ſhall not eraſe the name of any 
book from the preſs- catalogue, unleſs by the deſire and 
under the inſpection of a committee appointed for the 
pur poſe. 

16. Whenever a book is added to the Library, the 
Librarian ſhall, within three weeks from the receipt of 
it, inſert its name, &c. into the preſs-catalogue. For a- 
ny infringement of this law, the Librarian ſhall incur the 
penalty of 6d. 

17. He ſhall not intruſt any member with the keys of 
the Library, or ſuffer any one to take down, or put up 
books into the book · caſe. 
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18. He ſhall attend at the Library every Monday, 
Wedneſday, and Friday, between the hours of four and 
fix in the afternoon, for the purpoſe of giving out and 
receiving books from the members. After which hour 
he is not obliged to give out any books. 

19. The Librarian ſhall lend books to members only; 
and to no member in the name of another, He ſhall take 
a receipt for every book, or books, lent out; which re- 
eeipt ſhall be inſerted into a book kept for the purpoſe, 
and ſigned by the member who takes out the books. 

20. The Librarian ſhall not allow any member to have 
out more than twelve volumes from the Library at a 
time, except when a book conſiſts of a greater number of 
volumes ; in which caſe he may lend out the whole 
work. | | 

21. When a book is returned, he ſhall expunge it 
from the receipt-book immediately, under the penalty of 
five ſhillings. 

22. On the firſt ordinary meeting in December, and 
alſo that in April, the Librarian ſhall intimate to every 
member who may have the Society's books in their poſ- 


feſſion, the Society's order, that theſe books be returned 


on or before the Friday following. He ſhall give in to 
the committee of fines, a liſt of thoſe who neglect to o- 
bey that order. If he tranfgreſs this law, he ſhall incur 
the penalty of 5 8. | 
23. The Librarian ſhall alſo be entruſted with the 
care of the apparatus for making experiments. He ſhall 
give it out to members on the ſame nights on which the 


Library 1s open, taking a proper receipt. He ſhall be 


reſponſible for any part of it which is loſt or deſtroyed, 
and for which he can produce no receipt. When any 


part 


. an 


part of it is returned, he ſhall not eraſe it from the re- 
ceipt-book, till it has been examined aud found in a pro- 
per ſtate by one of the Library committee. He ſhall 
give members who may be uſing any part of the appara- 
tus, notice to return it at the ſame time when the books 
of the Society are called in; and he ſhall fine thoſe who 
diſobey, in the ſame penalty. 


24. He ſhall collect and preſerve the periodical publi- 
cations. - | 

25. For every negle& of duty, not otherwiſe particu- 
larly ſpecified, he ſhall incur the penalty of 2 s. 6d. 

26. He ſhall attend Committees when ordered. 

27. He ſhall not be permitted to ſpeak in the Society 
as a member: But, if accuſed for neglect of duty, &c. 
he may (on petition) be allowed to anſwer in his own de- 
fence, as members, when accuſed. 

28. The Society may diſmiſs the Secretary at pleaſure, 
upon giving him intimation of their intention four 
weeks before; or immediately, upon paying him a 
month's wages from the time of his diſmiſhon. 

29. He {hall not be allowed to reſign his office, with- 
out giving the Society four weeks notice; during which 
time a committee ſhall be appointed to examine into the 


ſtate of the Library, to receive the keys, and ſettle ac- 
counts with him.

OF VISITORSI. 


2 Ar the private bufineſs of every ordinary meeting: 
the Prefident, whoſe turn it may be to officiate at the 
public buſineſs of the next ordinary meeting, two mem- 
bers ſelected by rotation, according to feniority, and 
the authors of the cafe and queſtion for the meetings on 
which their diflertations are to be diſcuſſed, ſhall appoint 
each one viſitor, to be admitted, if approved by the So- 
ciety, at the public buſineſs of the enſuing ordinary 
meeting. If any member, whoſe turn it may be to ap- 
point a viſitor, be abſent at the time for making the ap- 
pointment, he ſhall lofe his privilege, until it return to 
him again in rotation. 

2. For the firit public meeting of every ſeſſion, the 
right of appointing viſitors ſhall be extended to every at- 
| tending member, who is preſent when the tickets are 
given out. — 

3. After the nomination of the viſitors, their names 
| ſhall be read; and if any objection ſhould be made to a- 
ny one, his admiſſion ſhall be balloted for immediately. 

4+ The ſame perſon ſhall not be appointed a viſitor 
twice within one month,

1. Urox the firſt ordinary meeting in March, the Preſi- 
dent ſhall order eyery ordinary member, and ſuch other 
members as receive the books in circulation, to deliver 
to the Secretary, at the next ordinary meeting, the hiſ- 
tory of a caſe, and a Medical or Philoſophical queſtion, 
each to be written on a ſeparate paper, and ſigned by the 
name of the perſon delivering them. 

2. Theſe papers ſhall be delivered to a committee, 
who ſhall ſele& thirty-ſix ſets, conſiſting each of 
a caſe and queſtion. If there ſhall not have been a 
ſufficient number of proper ſubjects, the Preſident ſhall 
appoint a ſecond delivery, ſo that thirty-ſix ſets may be 
procured. Each of theſe being numbered, and ſealed up 
in a ſeparate cover, the whole ſhall, at the next ordinary 
meeting, be delivered by the committee to the Secreta= 
ry, together with a report, ſpecifying the names of the 
perſons whoſe papers may be contained in each of the 
numbered covers. 7 

3. The ſets of papers having been thus returned, the 


Preſident ſhall order that every perſon intending to write

of, by lot or choice, any perſon who ſhall make any al- 
teration, or alterations, in them, ſhall be Hned 5s. for 
each. 

6. If any perſon be diſſatisfied with one or more of 
the ſubjects, which he has procured by lot or choice, he 
may petition the Society for leave to alter them; this 
petition ſhall circulate along with the minutes, and be 
balloted for on the next ordinary meeting, when it ſhall 
be admitted, if two-thirds of the Society appear in its 
favour. The Secretary ſhall, within eight days, inſert 
any alterations made on the ſubjects, in the book kept 
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for the purpoſe, and in the liſt which is hung up in the 
library. Should any member petition for a ſubject al- 
ready written upon during the ſeſſion, or allotted to an-

CHAP. XIII. 
OF THE DELIVERY OF DISSERTATIONS. 


I. O, the firſt Friday in October, the Prefident ſhall 
order the two ſenior ordinary members, then reſident in 
Edinburgh, to deliver to the Preſident, on the laſt Satur- 
day but one of October, each a diſſertation on one of the 
ſubjects allotted to him: The ſenior one, on his caſe ; the 
Junior one, on his queſtion. On the Saturday tollowing, 
the ſenior one, on his queſtion ; the junior one, on his 
caſe. The Preſident in office ſhall order the ſucceeding 
members, in ſets of two, according to ſeniority, to deliver 
diſſertations in the ſame order. Any member coming ta 
Edinburgh, after his turn of writing ſball have been 
paſt, muſt be conſidered as the ſenior member of the next 
ſet, 

2. The firſt ſet of writers having, according to the a- 
bove law, delivered their diſſertations on the laſt Satur- 
day but one of October, the Society ſhall diſcuſs them 
on the ſecond Saturday of November. During the im- 
mediate time, the Secretary ſhall, in the courſe of the firſt. 
week, have the diſſertations tranſcribed into books to be 


kept for that purpoſe; and, on the following Sunday, 


ſhall deliver them, at eight o'clock in the morning, to the

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ſenior member on the liſt of circulation, that they may 
circulate amongſt the members. 

3. The books in which theſe diſſertations ſhall have 
been tranſcribed, ſhall lie on the table in the library, for 
the inſpection of the members. Any perſon who may 
remove them from the Medical Hall ſhall be fined half- 
a-guinea. | | | 

4. Every ſet of writers Yhall deliver their diſſertations 
to the Preſident, three weeks before they are to be diſ- 
cuſſed, in order that they may be tranſcribed the ſirſt 
week, and may circulate the remaining fortnight. 

5. Should the perſon, appointed to write, neglect to 
give in his diſſertation at the ſtated time, he ſhall incur 
the penalty of 6d. for every hour of neglect, until his 
fine ſhall amount to half-a-guinea, If he totally negle& 
to give in a diſſertation, on the night appointed for the 
diſcuſſion of it, he ſhall, in addition to the above, incur 
the penalty of half-a-guinea for the firſt offence - of one 
guinea for the ſecond ; and of expulſion for the third, 
Sickneſs ſhall, in no caſe, be deemed a valid excuſe, un- 
teſs the perſon ſhall have been confined for two week, 
previous to the time appointed for giving in his diſſer- 
tations to be tranſcribed. 

6. No perſon ſhall be allowed to exchange his turn of 
writing with another, unleſs for a complete ſet, leave to 


exchange having been obtained by petition. No mem- 


ber ſhall be permitted to exchange with one who was not 
to have written that ſeſſion.

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OF THE CIRCULATION OF MINUTES AND 
| DISSERTATIONS. 


1. A Sufficient number of copies of diſſertations mali 
be procured, at the expence of the Society, ſo that every 
member may receive them in circulation. 

2. The diſſertations and minutes ſhall circulate among 
the members, according to ſeniority, unleſs any two a- 
gree to change their times of receiving them for mutual 
convenience. No member is to keep them longer than 
fix hours. Any perſon detaining one or more of the 
papers beyond the time appointed for ſending them 
away, ſhall be fined 6 d. for each hour. 

3. The Secretary ſhall begin the circulation every 
Sunday, during the ſeſſion, at eight o'clock in the morn- 
ing, by ſending the differtations and minutes to the ſenior 
member whoſe name may be on the liſt of circulation. 
This member ſhall ſend them to the next in rotation at 
the hour appointed, —he to his, and ſo on.

| abode of any member later than the hour appointed for 
him to have ſent them away, he ſhall not incur a penalty, 
though they ſhould happen to be detained ; but he muſt 
endeavour to ſet the circulation right as ſoon as poſſible.

In 
another part of the ſame book, each member ſhall mark, 
in proper columns, 1. The name of the perſon from 
whom he may have received the diſſertations and mi- 
nutes.

The name of the perfon to whom he may 
ſend them. 4. The hour at which he may ſend them. 
5. His own name. For any irregularity, or omiſſion, in

1. Tur Secretary ſhall, at public buſineſs, read the fub- 
Jes of diſſertation from the book in which they ſhall 
have been tranſcribed“. Then the member whoſe turn 
it may be, ſhall read his own diſſertation ; in failure of 
which, he ſhall incur the penalty of 2 s. 6d. 

2. If any author be abſent during the diſcuſſion of his 
paper for more than a quarter of an hour, he ſhall incur

1. Such periodical publications, relating to philoſophy 
or medicine, as the Society on the recommendation of a

2. The laſt number of theſe publications ſhall be laid 
upon the Library table, and ſhall not be removed from 
the Medical Hall, until a ſucceeding one appear. Any 
perſon who may remove, or in any way abuſe, one of 
theſe publications, ſhall incur the penalty of 5s. _ 

3. When a new periodical publication ſhall appear, the 
former ſhall either be bound immediately, if it be ſuffi. 
eiently large, or be laid aſide until a number, deemed 
ſufficient for that purpoſe, by the Librarian and Treaſu- 
rer, be collected.

1. Os the ſame night on which the Annual Preſidents 


are elected, a Committee ſhall be appointed for the pur- 
Poſe of propoſing and purchaſing books, to conſiſt of the 
four Preſidents, and ſeven members choſen by ballot, out 


of thoſe whoſe names are on the liſt of circulation. 

2. This Committee ſhall, on the firſt ordinary meeting 
of every month, preſent to the Society, a liſt of books, 
which in their opinion ought to be purchaſed, This liſt 
ſhall remain in one of the Library drawers, till the Fri- 
day before the ſecond ſubſequent ordinary meeting, and 
during that time any member may add to it what books 
he thinks proper, annexing his ſignature ; ſubject, how- 
ever, to the reviſal of the Committee, who, at a future 
meeting may mark out any books they think unfit to be

3. The lift thus corrected, ſhall again be . to 


the Society on the third ordinary meeting of every month, 


and the books contained in it ſhall be ſeparately balloted

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4. The books ordered by the Society ſhall be purchaſ- 


ed by two members of the committee, to whom that of- 


fice ſhall be delegated by the reſt.

If the Library Committee 
appear in fault, and cannot exculpate themſelves to the 
ſatisfaction of two-thirds of the Society, they ſhall be re- 
moved from office, and a new Committee be elected in 
their room,

name taken from the liſt of circulation, he ſhall be con- 


ſidered to have vacated his ſeat, and the election of a new 
member ſhall take place accordingly. The ſame ſhall 
happen, when any member of the Committee leaves 
town, or reſigns his ſeat. | 

8. The Committee ſhall meet on the 1ſt and 3d Sa- 
turdays of every month during the ſeſſion, at a quarter 
before three o'clock.

9. The Committee ſhall alſo meet during the receſs on 
the firſt Saturday of every month, at the ſame hour, and 
ſubje& to the ſame fines in caſe of abſence, for the pur- 
poſe of receiving from one of their number, a lift of the 
publications on the Library table, and of ordering for the 
Society, and purchaſing immediately any publications on 
Chemiſtry, Phyſiology, and the practice of Phyſic, which 
may have been publiſhed, or at leaſt only known in E- 
dinburgh to have been publiſhed after the laſt monthly 
report to the Society. 


10. Beſides their ordinary reports, the Committee 


ſhall, on the firſt ordinary meetings of January and A- 
pril, prepare and lay before the Society, a ſtatement of 
the periodical publications and tranfactions of Societies, 
that have been purchaſed fince laſt re port, and of the de- 
ficiencies ſtill exiſting. The Committee ſhall alſo be en- 
truſted with the care of ſupplying theſe deficiencies. 

11. All the proceedings of the Committee ſhall be 
minuted by themſelves in a book kept for that purpoſe, 
and the minutes ſigned by all the members, under the
